Southwest of Ypres the Germans are now on a line run­ 
ning from northwest of Bailleul through Locre to La 
Clytte and eastward to the Ypres-Comines canal. Field 
Marshal Haig admits a retirement along the canal and 
Berlin claims the occupation of St Eloi two and a half 
miles south of Ypres. In a counter stroke south of the 
somme from Villers-Bretonneux to the south of Hangard, 
the Germans were driven back all along the line in furious 
fighting.

RAILROAD SATER 


Oklahoma City, April 27.—Okla­ 
homa towns that are without manu­ 
facturing plants will be without ice 
this summer unless 
the 
arbitrary 
freight rate recently put into effect 
by the railroads is changed, accord­ 
ing to B. H. Frick, president of the 
Oklahoma Ice Manufacturing associ­ 
ation, who filed suit yesterday against 
all railroads of the state before the 
state corporation commission. 
Rate Up IOO Percent, 
Ice was hauled on a commodity 
rate in Oklahoma until after the de­ 
cision of Judge Youmans in the rate 
case when the railroads put in a new 
tariff which applied a class rate to 
ice. 
The petition filed by Frick as­ 
serts that the rate on ice has been in­ 
creased IOO per cent by the new tar­ 
iff. 
The railroads also have increased 
the minimum for a car of ice to 20 
tons. 
It formerly was 15 tons and 
the ice manufacturers assert that un­ 
der present facilities only 15 tons can 
be shipped to a car, making the rate 
in reality 133 1-3 per cent higher. 
Prohibits Shipping. 
“The new rate for ice prohibits 
shipping to small towns and unless a 
change is made there will be much 
suffering this summer for a want of 
ice," Frick said yesterday. “Ice can 
be shipped to most points in the state 
from outside of the state more cheap­ 
ly than it can be shipped from one 
point in a state to the other, so in­ 
equitable is the interstate rate.”

SLANDERING COTTON. 
Every one familiar with the condi­ 
tions in the South knows 
that the 
southern farmer would 
be 
“better 
off” if he would raise 
less 
cotton 
from year to year, or at least plant 
smaller acreage and perhaps make 
just as large output. 
But to read 
some of the rot that is said about 
cotton and cotton growers really dis­ 
gusts a fellow familiar with the con­ 
ditions. 
There are those 
throughout 
the 
country who insist that the price of 
cotton ought to be fixed and that cot­ 
ton farmers ought not to get more 
than 18 cents a pound for it. At the 
same time some of these same men 
are saying that $2.00 is not enough 
for wheat. 
Actual 
statistics 
show 
that the cost of 
producing 
cotton 
from 1912 to 1915 averaged $97.89 I 
a bale. 
In 1917 the cost went away 
beyond this figure, and in 1918 it 
will go still higher. It is true that 
farmers did not get this price for 
their cotton, and it is equally true 
that the cotton 
farmer 
has 
been 
farming at a loss almost every year 
for a quarter of a century. 
How did the farmer stay in busi­ 
ness? He stayed in business simply 
because he took no salary for him­ 
self. 
If he could pay the essential 
upkeep 
of 
the farm, 
get 
barely 
enough food for himself and fami­ 
ly, get a pair of shoes for each mem­ 
ber once a year, and a new dress or 
suit once every two or three years. 
he stayed in the game. And the bulk 
of the cotton crop bas been raised 
by such men, their wives and chil­ 
dren. These did not break even. 
For those who think the cotton 
farmer is reaping such a rich harvest 
at this time, we suggest a glance at 
these figures: A bale of cotton at 12 
cents before the war 
would 
have 
bought 80 bushels of corn, 12 barrels 
of flour, 3000 pounds of corn meal, 
500 pounds of lard, 500 pounds of 
salt pork, 400 pounds of bacon, At SO 
cents now a bale of cotton will buy 
75 bushels of corn, 12 barrels of flour 
(the price of wheat bas been regulat­ 
ed and the ratio of 3 0 cent cotton and 
$2.00 wheat is therefore the same, 
granting that cotton brought a fair 
price before the war), 2143 pounds 
of corn meal, 484 pounds of lard, 455 
pounds of salt pork, 365 pounds of 
bacon. 
It is easy to see from this that 30 


high up in agricultural circles, and 
one supposed to know whereof he 
speaks, spoke in this fashion a few 
days ago: 
“The man who knows these condi­ 
tions knows what depends upon his 
course, knows we cannot 
win 
this 
war unless he 
produces 
sufficient 
rood stuffs for home and local and 
community consumption— the man 
who knows that and plants all cot­ 
ton because he thinks he will make 
more money is a profiteer who is 
gambling in the blood of your sons. 
“I call upon every mother of a boy 
who has gone to the colors; I call up­ 
on every father, every relative, ev­ 
ery friend, to know what it means 
when your neighbor refuses to do this 
simple thing the government asks of 
him. I call upon you to remember 
it means pehaps the life of your boy 
I call upon you to visit upon this 
profiteer, this slacker the contumely, 
the contempt of the community.” 
This is not so bad if it were justi­ 
fied, but it is entirely unjustified by 
any facts in the world. Why should 
a cotton farmer, who knows his land 
will not grow wheat, be asked to put 
in wheat. It is true there are other 
crops than cotton; there is hardly a 
community in the South that cannot 
cash in on several crops. 
But at the 
same time cotton is not a profiteer­ 
ing crop, because it makes that which 
is directly responsible for carrying on 
the war. 
One of the needs of the govern­ 
ment at this time is ducking, made 
from cotton. 
A bale of cotton is re­ 
quired to discharge a big gun. Tents, 
underwear for soldiers, and a hun­ 
dred other things are made of cotton 
and are used by the millions in the 
army. There is an actual shortage of 
cotton. Why is the grower then a 
slacker? 
With every bale of cotton there 
is produced about 200 pounds of oil, 
every particle of which makes good 
human food. 
In addition th # e are 
<50 pounds of sedd cake and hulls, 
which will produce more beef and 
pork than the same' weight of any 
other feed in the world. 
The man who calls cotton farmer 
a slacker is ignorant of the facts. 
The man who calls the cotton grower 
a profiteer when cotton is bringing 
only 30 cents a pound 
and 
wheat 
$2.00 is ignorant of the facts. 
Let this war get over, let business 
get back to a pure supply and de­ 
mand basis, let the southern farmer 
make enough money to put him in 
the livestock business and get a farm 
of his own, and then you may have 
occasion to cry against the cotton 
raiser. At that time he will get what 
his cotton is worth. 
But so long as 
he cannot buy as many pairs of shoes, 
as many bushels of corn, as much 
cloth as he could with the same 
amount of cotton before the war, 
don’t accuse the grower of being that 
which he is not. 
We are not averse to the govern­ 
ment fixing the price, for it is better 
for the government to fix the price 
after getting down to cold facts than 
it is tor speculators 
to 
juggle 
it 
around to suit themselves.

in fiduciary capacities, authority to 
issue new denominations of federal 
reserve notes, reserve requirements 
and other matters vitally affecting 
banking operations. 
All these changes are proposed in 
a bill based on administration rec­ 
ommendations and have been favora­ 
bly reported from the Banking and 
Currency committee by Representa­ 
tive Phelan, of Massachusetts. 
Un 
der the provision of the*bill the pres­ 
ent law is to be modified so as to 
leave to the discretion of the Federal 
Reserve Board the grouping of the 
member banks of each district into 
three general groups 
or 
divisions 
without the present requirement that 
each group shall contain as nearly 
as may be one-third of the aggregate 
number of the banks of the district. 
The purpose of the modification is to 
make as secure as possible a fair and 
equal representation on the director­ 
ate of the federal reserve banks for 
each group of banks, the large, me­ 
dium-sized and small banks. 
It is also proposed to replace the 
present ballot method of electing a 
district reserve elector, by a provis­ 
ion permitting each member bank, to 
authorize its president or other offi­ 
cer to cast its vote in such elections. 
The aim is to obtain wider participa­ 
tion by the banks in the election of 
federal reserve bank directors. 
National banks now act in fiduci­ 
ary capacities when not in contraven­ 
tion of state or local laws. The bill 
extends these fiduciary capacities so 
as to 'include “guardian of estates, 
assignee, receiver, committee or es­ 
tates of lunatics” and other fiduciary 
capacities permitted to state banks, 
trust companies or other corporations 
which compete with national banks 
under the laws of the states inw hich 
the particular national bank making 
application is located. 
Issue of federal reserve notes in 
denominations 
of 
$500, 
$1,000, 
$5,000 and $10,000 in addition to 
the denominations under present law, 
the largest of which is only $100, is 
proposed by the bill. Banks are con­ 
stantly seeking notes of larger de­ 
nomination and there are daily with­ 
drawals of gold certificates from the 
federal reserve banks. 
It is assert 
ed that, federal reserve notes of large 
denominations would serve the pur­ 
pose as well as gold certificates and 
if the larger denominations were is­ 
sued, according to the currency com 
mittee, the federal reserve banks can 
pay out such federal reserve notes 
and by holding their gold certificates 
conserve their all-important gold sup­ 
ply. 
A practice whereby an officer, di­ 
rector, employee or attorney of a 
bank stipulates for, or receives, a 
commission or some other thing of 
value for procuring someone else a 
loan or the purchase or discount of 
paper or similar obligation, is to be 
prohibited under the bill. The pay­ 
ment of a greater rate of interest to 
any director,, officer, attorney or oth­ 
er employee than to any other depos­ 
itor is prohibited. The bill embodies 
penal sections relating to the over­ 
certification of checks, embezilement, 
abstraction or wilful misapplication 
of moneys, funds or credits of federal 
reserve bjmks by their officers, agents 
or employees, and to false entries by 
them, 
While this penalisation now 
exists as to national banks, there are 
no present laws covering the subject 
in the federal reserve banks.

On March 4 the party passed the 
village of Chang Pa Chuang, where 
a band of robbers was having break­ 
fast. They allowed the party to pass 
on unmolested but after it had gone 
a short distance, they started a pur­ 
suit, opening fire from behind. The 
party ran toward the village of Hu 
Chang Chuang but they encountered 
another band of robbers from the 
south hills, who opened fire upon 
them. Mr. Kyle and his party sur­ 
rendered. Taking the two Americans 
and one of the Chinese engineers the 
bandits started for the mountains, 
holding at bay soldiers who attacked 
them by placing the Americans be­ 
tween themselves and the soldiers. 
The local authorities have tried to 
locate the bandits and release the 
engineers, but the bandits have been 
shifting their quarters every day. Ac­ 
cording to the latest reports they are 
somewhere in the mountains between 
Yehsien and Fengshen or Yehohpw 
The robbers who infest these regions 
are remnants of the “White Wolf” 
band which ravaged 
this 
district 
three years ago. Their practice is to 
kidnap the members of wealthy fam­ 
ilies in the country and hold them 
for ransom in which they almost in­ 
variably succeed.

London, April 26.— (To Reuter Ot­ 
tawa Agency).—Details of the Brit­ 
ish naval raid on the German subma­ 
rine base at Zeebrugge as contained 
in the official narrative issued by the 
admiralty show to what lengths the 
crews of the cruiser Vindictive and 
the Liverpool ferryboats Iris and 
Daffodil sacrificed themselves to draw 
attention to the Germans from the 
three cruisers assigned to block the 
canal. 
Concerning the engagement • n the 
whole, where the Vindictive landed 
storming parties, the account says: 
“The Daffodil, after aiding to berth 
the Vindictive, should have proceed­ 
ed to land her own men, but C ; fain 
Carpenter ordered her to remain as 
she was with her bows against the 
Vindictive’s quarter, pressing the lat­ 
ter ship into the mole. Her casualties 
owing to her position during ti e fight 
were small, one killed 
and 
eight 
wcunded .among the latter ben* I er 
commander, Lieutenant 
Campbell, 
who was struck in the right eye by a 
shell splinter. 
Two Officers Killed. 
“The Iris had trouble. Her own 
first attempts to make fast to the 
mole head of the Vindictive failed, as 
her grapnels were not large enough 
to span the parapet. 
Two officers, 
Bradford 
and 
Hawkins, 
climbed 
ashore and sat astride the parapet, 
trying to make the grapnels fast, till 
each was killed and fell between the 
ship and wall. Commander Gibbs had 
both legs shot away and died next 
morning. 
“Lieutenant 
Spencer, 
though 
wounded, took command and refused 
to be relieved. 
“The Iris was obliged at last to 
change her position and fall in astern 
of the Vindictive. She suffered very 
heavily from the fire. A single shell 
plunged through the upper deck and 
burst below at the top where 56 ma­ 
rines awaited the order to go to the 
gangways. Forty-nine were killed, 
the remaining seven being wounded. 
Another shell burst in a ward room 
which was serving as a ‘sick bay’ and 
killed four officers and 26 men. Her 
total casualties were 8 officers and 69 
men killed; 102 men and 6 officers 
wounded. 
Demolition Parties Busy. 
“The storming and demolishing 
parties upon the mole met with no 
resistance from the Germans other 
than intense and 
unremitting fire. 
The geography of the 
great 
mole 
with its railway line and many build­ 
ings, hangars and store sheds, was 
already well-known and the demoli­ 
tion parties moved to their appoint­ 
ed work in perfect ordeg. 
“And while they worked and de­ 
stroyed, the covering party below the 
parapet could see in the harbor by 
the light of the German star shells 
the shapes of the block ships steal­ 
ing in out of their own smoke and 
making for the mouth of the canal. 
“The Intrepid, smoking like a vol­ 
cano, with her guns blaring, was fol­ 
lowed by her motor launch, which 
failed to get alongside in the outside 
harbor and she had men enough for 
anything. Straight into the harbor 
she steered. 
“Lieut. Stuart 
Bonham 
Carter, 
commanding, placed the nose of his 
ship neatly on the mud of the west­ 
ern bank. He ordered the crew away 
and blew up the ship by switches in 
the chart room. Four dull bumps 
was all that could be heard. 
Blew Up His Ship. 
“Lieut. Peak, commanding the 
Iphigenia, beached on 
the eastern 
side, blew her up and saw her drop 
nicely across the canal, and left her 
there with her engines still going to 
hold her in position until she should 
have settled well on the bottom."

On His Own. 
Of course Tommy cannot always he 
producing plays under fire but While 
In rest billets he has numerous other 
ways of amusing himself. 
He Is a 
grant gambler, but never plays for 
lerge stakes. Generally, In each com­ 
pany, yon will And a regular Penfield. 
This man banks nearly all the games 
of chance and Is an undisputed author­ 
ity on the rales of gambling. When­ 
ever there Is an argument among the 
Tommies about some uncertain point 
as to whether Houghton Is entitled to 
Watkins* sixpence, the matter Is taken 
to the recognised authority and his de­ 
cision Is Ansi, 
The two most popular games are 
“Crown and Anchor** and “House.** 
The paraphernalia used in “Crown 
and Anchor** consists of a piece of can­ 
ons two feet by three feet. This Is 
divided Into six equal squares. In these 
squares are painted a club, diamond, 
kesrt, spade, crown, and an anchor, 
one device to a square. 
There are 
three dice used, each dice marked the 
same as the canvas. The banker sets 
up his gambling ootAt in the corner ot 
a billet and starts bally hooing until a 
crowd of Tommies gathers around; 
then the game starts. 
The Tommies place bets on the 
squares, the crown or anchor being 
played the most. 
The hanker then 
rolls his three dice and collects or pays 
as the case may be. If you play 
the crown and one shows up on the 
dice, you get even money, if two show 
up. you receive two to one, and if three, 
three to one. If the crown does not ap­ 
pear and you have bet on it, you lose, 
and so on. 
The percentage for the 
banker is large lf every square is 
played. but if the crowd Is partial to, 
say two squares, he has to trust to 
luck. The banker generally wins. 
The game of “House** is very popular 
also. It takes two men to run It. This 


I spent i week trying to tench some 
of the Tommies how to play poker, but 
because I won thirty-five francs they 
declared that they didn’t “tawney” the 
game.rloutlay plays few card games; the 
general ran never hrard of poker, eu­ 
chre, seven up, or pinochle. They have 
a game similar to pinochle called 
Royal Bezique,*' but few know how to 
play It. 
Generally there are two decks of 
cards in a section, and in a short time 
they are so dog-eared and greasy, you 
cai. hardly tell the ace of .spades from 
fle e ce of hearts. The owners of these 
docks sometimes condescend to lend 
them after tpueh coaxing. 
So you see, Mr. Atkins has his fun 
mixed in with his hardships and, con­ 
trary to popular Itelief, the rank aud 
file of the British army in the trenches 
Is one big happy family. Now in Vir­ 
ginia, at school, I was fed on old Me- 
Guflfy’s primary reader, which gave me 
un opinion of an Englishman about 
equal to a *76 Minute Man’s backed up 
by a Sinn Feiner’s. But I found Tom­ 
my to be the best of mates and a gen­ 
tleman through and through. He never 
thinks of knocking his officers. If one 
makes a costly mistake and Tommy 
pays with his blood, there Is no gen­ 
eral condemnation of the officer. He 
Is Just pitied. It Is exactly the same 
as it was with the Light Brigade at 
Balaclava, to say nothing of Gallipoli, 
Neuve Chapel Ie aud Loos. Personally 
I remember a Uttle incident where 


CRMS la SOM sheU-tosqed field with 
tears In his eyes as he reads the In­ 
scription. And a little later perhaps 
bend over a wounded man on a stretch­ 
er, patting him on the head. 
More than once In a hospital I have 
seen a titled Red Cross nurse fetching 
and carrying for a wounded soldier, 
perhaps the one who in civil life de­ 
livered the coal at her back door. To­ 
day she does not shrink from lighting 
his fag or even washing his grimy 
body. 
Tommy admires Albert of Belgium be­ 
cause he is not a pusher of men; he 
leads them. With him it’s not a case 
of “take that trench,” it is “come on 
and we will take it.” 
It Is amusing to notice the different 
characteristics of the Irish, Scotch and 
English soldiers. The Irish and Scotch 
are very impetuous, especially when It 
comes to bayonet fighting, while the 
Englishman, though a trifie slower, 
thoroughly does his bit; he Is more 
methodical and has the grip of a bull­ 
dog on a captured position. 
He Is 
glower to think; that Is the reason why 
he never knows when he Is licked. 
Twenty minutes before going over 
the top the English Tommy will sit on 
the fire step and thoroughly examine 
the mechanism of his rifle to see that It 
Is in working order and will fire prop­ 
erly. After this examination he is sat­ 
isfied and ready to meet the Boches. * 
But the Irishman or Scotchman sits 
on the firq step, his rifle with bayonet 
fixed between his knees, the butt of

Canadians, Australians 
and New Zealanders), the whole world 
knows what they have done for Eng­ 
land. 
The Australian and New Zealander 
is termed the “Anzac,” taking the 
name from the first letters of their of­ 
ficial designation. Australian and New 
Zealand army corps. 
tommy divides the German army 
Into three classes according to their 
fighting abilities. 
They rank as fol­ 
lows: Prussians, Bavarians and Sax­ 
ons. 
When up against a Prussian regi­ 
ment it Is a case of keep your napper 
below the parapet aud duck.

Usually when an Irishman takes over 
a trench, Just before “stand down” in 
the morning, he sticks his rifle over 
the top, aimed In the direction of Ber­ 
lin, and engages in what is known as 
the “mad minute.”

IMPRESSION OF FRANCE 


Mr. and Mrs. A. W. Fuller of Ada 
are in receipt of the following letter 
from their son Guy who was largely 
raised in Ada and who worked sever­ 
al years in the News office: 
Somewhere in France, Easter Sunday 
Dear Mother and Folks: 
I suppose that by this time you 
have received the card telling o f‘my 
safe arrival here. 
We had a fine trip across but I was 
seasick for 5 days and couldn’t eat a 
thing. 
We came across on a liner in 
the steerage and it sure was a stint­ 
ing place and the food they gave us 
was cooked by French cooks and we 
could hardly eat it until we were 
starved down to it. 
I know now what it means to be 
hungry and the best food I ever tast­ 
ed was some dry bread crust and wa­ 
ter, and it was French war bread and 
sour and black, but I wasn't by my­ 
self either. 
I paid IO cents (French 
money 50 centimes) for a boiled egg 
on the boat. 
We bought hot bread 


I for 10c a loaf also. 
Talk about sicness, Mamma, sea­ 
sickness is the sickest you can get. It 
is worse than calomel on your stom­ 
ach. 
I even threw up a drink of wa­ 
ter. 
I thought I sure was going to 
die, and I didn’t care much, I was so 
sick. 
But I got over it about last 
Sunday and after eating a little bread 
felt a whole lot better. 
When we got in the sub zone we 
wore our life belts all the time and 
had boat drill every day. 
We heard 
once by wireless that a sub was only 
IO miles away. 
, 
The day before we landed we sight, 
ed a floating mine and one of the 
crew shot it with a rifle and it ex­ 
ploded with an awful noise and jarr­ 
ed the ship. .Some of the boys who 
were still asleep woke up and rushed 
on deck thinking we were submarin­ 
ed. 
The port we landed at is in south­ 
western France and we sailed about 
50 miles up a river to get here. 
Tile country here is very pictur­ 
esque, so different from ours, and 
the customs are different. And slow, 
Gee! It takes the French two days 
to do what we can do in an hour. No 
wonder they haven’t won the war. 
I am learning the value of French 
money. 
I franc is 20c and 5 francs 
equal I dollar. 
A Frenchman will 
argue an hour over a penny. 
They 
all seem to think that the American 
soldiers are millionaires and charge 
tall kinds of prices for everything. 
I 
: bought me a French book and am 
learning to talk a little of it. 
We are at a rest camp here before 
going further into the interior. And 
we are at least 400 miles from the 
front. 
This place is never troubled 
by bombing, raids or anything. 
We never hear anything about the 
war here at all. You hear more news 
than we do. 
We never see a paper 
or anything. 
There sure are lots of U. ST. troops 
over here and every day brings more 
and more. 
We are in barracks and sleeping 
on racks of boards 
covered 
with 
straw. 
All our drinking water has 
to be boiled as the water here .is im­ 
pure. 
It has rained every day and mud is 
everywhere. 
Have you received my insurance 
policy yet? 
I haven’t made an allot­ 
ment yet, but shall soon, as I need a 
little money to buy eats with and to­ 
bacco. 
I am well and feeling fine. 
Last 
night was the first time I had my 
clothes off for two weeks and the 
straw made a good bed. 
Well, I must dose now. 
Write 
soon to the address I sent you. 
Love to all,
